Confronting the Anti-Christ in Newport 

Surprise, surprise! Old, white Republicans battle abortion, gays, Boy Scouts and Barack Obama’s ‘evil’ 


A fter a prayer on May 25, six 

speakers and approximately 60 
attendees at the latest “God and 
Governance” conference in Newport 
Beach turned to business: Confronting the 
“evil”—abortion, homosexuality, contra¬ 
ception and god¬ 
lessness—thriving 
in the United States 
during Barack 
Obama’s presidency 
Christian conser¬ 
vative activist Bill 
Dunlap, founder 
of the group and 
president of Slater 
Builders Inc. in 
Costa Mesa, set 
the tone for the 
overwhelmingly 
Caucasian crowd that included people 
using walkers, canes and hearing aids; the 
median age topped 70. 

While hundreds of scantily clad 
people in their 20s, 30s and 40s noisily 
enjoyed Bloody Marys, beer and wine at 
nearby establishments, Dunlap mourned 
the nation’s “slide to secularism” from 
“wholesome” days. “It’s pretty bad right 
now,” he opined. 

How bad? 

Well, not bad enough for Dunlap to 
resist an infantile Barney Frank wise¬ 
crack, but the Reverend Lou Sheldon, 
owner of the Traditional Values Coalition 
direct-mail fund-raising operation and a 
panelist, interrupted an informative pre¬ 
sentation by Father Robert Spitzer on the 
“Big Brother” aspects of Obamacare to 
ask: “Do you see the anti-Christ in this?” 

Spitzer—a Jesuit priest, past president 
of Gonzaga University, current boss at the 
Magis Institute in Irvine and a successful 
author who used to appear on CNN’s Larry 
King Live —confirmed Sheldon’s worry. 
“Absolutely,” said Spitzer, who’d been con¬ 
tent to call Obamacare merely “a radical 
departure from custom” until Sheldon’s 
prodding. “There’s a strong presence of evil.” 

That lurking, malevolent, supernatural 
force may have tangible impacts. For exam¬ 
ple, according to Spitzer, Obama is eroding 
religious freedom and on course to shred 
the Declaration of Independence’s call for 
“life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness.” 
Said Spitzer, “It could become a duty to die.” 

Nobody snorted, laughed or rolled 
their eyes. 

Angst inside St. James Anglican Church 
(which made national headlines in 2004 
when congregants decided to leave the 
Episcopal Church after the ordination of 
a gay bishop) didn’t dissipate when Paul 
Jensen—a Costa Mesa personal-injury 
lawyer who specializes in bus accidents, 
dog bites, premises liability and defec¬ 
tive products, as well as slip, trip and 
fall cases—wept through the delivery of 


his prepared speech. But Jensen isn’t 
just a talker. The onetime staffer for two 
Republican U.S. Senators is a soldier in a 
battle against “unrepentant” gays that he 
says he’ll fight to his last gasp. At stake, he 
believes, is the survival of “straight sex.” 
What “God calls sin,” American “culture 
now celebrates,” he said. 

Jensen first took the Boy Scouts of 
America (BSA) oath in 1969 at the age of 
11 in Laguna Beach and thought he could 
count on the organization as a bastion of 
Biblical and conservative ideals for eternity. 
To his horror, May 23 proved he had been 


mistaken. That’s the day when the Scouts’ 
National Council voted in Texas to end its 
discrimination against gay members. 

In Jensen’s mind, the move was an unfor- 
giveable betrayal. Though the BSA still 
refuses to allow openly gay adult leaders, he 
predicts it will soon cave on that ban, too. 

As a result, according to Jensen, the BSA 
is set to go from family-values group to de 
facto sex club for gays and child molesters, 
terms he uses interchangeably. 

The plaintiff’s lawyer began his 
remarks by raising his right hand and 
uttering the Scouts’ oath—dramatically 
repeating the words “morally straight” for 
emphasis. “That oath has lost its mean¬ 
ing,” said a teary-eyed Jensen, who, given 
he’s at least 100 pounds overweight, must 
have decided he could ignore the oath’s 
requirement to keep oneself physically fit. 
“Today marks the last time I will take it.” 

Declaring he was tired of being victim¬ 
ized for his proud, Abe Lincoln-approved 
“inflexibility” to gay rights, he advised 


attendees not to be “too concerned about 
what the world will think.” He bolstered 
his argument by quoting 12 Bible passages. 
“Blessed are they which have been per¬ 
secuted for righteousness’ sake,” he said, 
“for theirs is the kingdom of heaven!” 

Jensen also used his speech to quit the 
BSA after more than four decades. “Wher¬ 
ever they go, it will be without me,” he 
said, noting he quit St. Andrew’s Presby¬ 
terian Church in Newport Beach several 
years ago. In his opinion, “They feared the 
consequences” of Biblical obedience. 

As he approached the end of his 


remarks, Jensen strayed into misinforma¬ 
tion territory. He claimed that Newport 
Beach taxpayers have been forced to pay 
$1.2 million to a homosexual police officer. 
In reality, police management brazenly 
sabotaged Sergeant Neil Harvey’s stellar 
career because they assumed he might 
be gay. However, Harvey is heterosexual, 
and a jury in conservative Orange County 
concluded that the juvenile homophobia 
violated California employment law and 
entitled the cop, who had been cheated 
out of promotions, to monetary damages. 

Given that Jensen’s tale prompted a half- 
dozen attendees to shake their heads in 
disgust, apparently, nobody knew they had 
been duped. Indeed, this crowd loved him. 
He was the only speaker to repeatedly win 
generous applause by his call to action. 

“Don’t capitulate to the culture!” he 
thundered. “The BSA got tired of being 
persecuted. Here at St. James, you are not 

tired_We will serve the Lord_One 

man with God is in the majority!” 


Usually at such gatherings, Sheldon 
serves as the flamethrower, but Jensen’s 
passionate performance seemed to throw 
the reverend off his game. He was also 
scheduled to discuss the Boy Scouts’ 
decision. Instead, he focused on describ¬ 
ing the hidden “plan” of homosexuals: 
“Smashing to smithereens Genesis Chap¬ 
ters 1 and 2 and God’s creative order.” 

As evidence, Sheldon said that Andrew 
Sullivan—a man he calls the “homosexual 
editor of The New Republic,” though Sul¬ 
livan stopped working there 17 years ago— 
“made it very clear” that gays don’t really 
want marriage or domestic partnerships, 
but rather “to deconstruct the hetero¬ 
sexual ethic.” 

What to do? 

“If we don’t come to the clear realiza¬ 
tion that if we don’t take a clear, activist 
stance, then they are just simply going to 
push us around until we come back with 
rationale and energy,” explained Sheldon, 
who called California’s 1976 decision 
to decriminalize sodomy the regretful 
beginning of a slippery slope in which 
straight people “give an inch” and gays 
“take a mile.” 

The motivation to be “the restraining 
force” against additional gay assimila¬ 
tion into mainstream American society 
is, Sheldon said, noble because every 
human is naturally heterosexual. He also 
declared that same-sex preference is an 
“environmental” creation worthy of dis¬ 
crimination and a condition that can be 
corrected by reparative therapy. He guar¬ 
anteed, “You can come out of it.” 

Jann Dunlap, Bill’s wife who doesn’t hate 
the government so much that she’ll refuse 
to grab taxpayer funds to preach her Bibli¬ 
cal views on sex, gave concluding remarks 
at the conference. She argued that Planned 
Parenthood’s espousal of “safe abortions” is 
a lie, and she urged people to not buy Pepsi 
products because the company supposedly 
supports abortion rights. She claimed abor¬ 
tion clinics in California “have no regula¬ 
tions [and] no restrictions on timing,” while 
churches must comply with an oppressive 
list of government rules. 

“It’s disheartening sometimes,” she 
moaned. “There are days I don’t even 
want to get out of bed because this fight 
is so hard.” 

Dunlap explained that education is the 
key for getting the government to make law 
out of scripture. She then congratulated 
politicians in Alabama, one of the most 
uneducated populaces in the nation, for 
trying to ban abortion in every instance, 
including when pregnancy resulted from a 
rape. Alas, she advised, it’s ultimately okay 
if Christians fail to get California to follow 
Alabama’s righteous lead. 

Dunlap said confidently, “We do have 
our treasures in heaven.”

I f Orange County were separated from Los Ange 
les and considered its own metropolitan area 
(and isn’t it about time? There’s only about 3.1 
million of us, you know), we’d rank as one of only 
two metro areas in the nation’s 25 largest with an 
African-American population of less than 5 per¬ 
cent—and we’d clock in at a pathetically 
low 2.1 percent. Of all of OC’s many 
embarrassments, this is by far the 
worst—2.1 percent? In the 21st century? 

In a county that’s otherwise wildly 
diverse? WTF? 

Yet when we at the Weekly point 
this out, we get a collective shrug 
from OC residents, or mumbled 
excuses about how black people 
don’t want to live here because black 
people don’t live here. Or, better yet, 
pointing out the lack of black folks 
brings us accusations that we’re racist for 
bringing up the subject in the first place. Stay 
classy, Orange County! 

Why does this skewed demography mat¬ 
ter? Because the harvest of such a pathetic 
situation bears its bitter fruit seemingly every 
year, with juvenile incidents that make us the 
butt of the national media again and again, inci¬ 
dents that can only originate from people who 
grew up or live without black people around 
them. Fraternities donning blackface for music 
videos. Surf shops deciding that a 50 percent- 
off-all-black-items sale for Martin Luther King 
Jr. Day is somehow funny. Bartenders writing, 
“McStinkynigger” and, “McNigshit” on the 


receipts of their black customers. Congressmen 
comparing Nelson Mandela to a rapist. 

Enough’s enough. It’s time we call out our eter¬ 
nal shame. And this package of stories does that. 
We’ll start with Michelle Woo’s sobering report 
on the state of being black at UC Irvine, one of 
the most diverse campuses in the United States, 
yet one in which African-American students get 
harassed on an almost-daily basis. Music editor 
Nate Jackson reflects on growing up African- 
American in OC—an interesting life, to put it 
mildly. And I chime in with a timeline of the 
silliness we’ve put OC’s African-Americans 
through over the past century. 

But it’s not all doom and gloom. Gabriel 
San Roman chimes in with a dispatch from 
a bona-fide barbershop in Anaheim, home to 
the county’s largest African-American com¬ 
munity, one that’s on the rise. And I review 
an amazing restaurant, one of just two honest 
soul spots in the entire county, a place with 
something called the soulrito that all of OC 
can unite around. 

Our goal for this issue? Read our stories. 
Learn your history. Be embarrassed that we 
have such a minuscule African-American 
community. Then do something about it— 
that part, we leave to you. Oh, and the other 
major metro area with a black community 
of less than 5 percent? Portland, Oregon— 
its African-American community sits at 
2.9 percent. Surely, we can do better than 
those hipster douchebags, right?

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To Be Young, Gifted and a 
Black Anteater 

A fraternity’s blackface video just scratches the surface of the long-standing 

hostility toward African-American students at UC Irvine

O n a late Monday afternoon, young 
men and women fill rows of 
folding chairs at a Black Student 
Union (BSU) meeting in the Cross- 
Cultural Center at UC Irvine. They raise 
their hands and speak one by one. 

“My friend and I were called ‘nigger 
bitches’ at a party,” says a curvy girl in 
a yellow polka-dot dress. Groans erupt 
throughout the room. 

“People in my dorm say I only got 
into this school because I’m an athlete,” 
another member says. 

A student notes the incidents on a roll¬ 
ing whiteboard as more hands rise. 

“This guy I know was at the library, 
and some people came up to him and 
said, ‘I’ll give your monkey-ass a year,”’ a 
young woman shares. 

The chatter becomes louder. 

“Outside the [gym], someone yelled, 
‘nigger’ out of a car, then drove away,” a 
man reveals. 

“That happened to me, too!” another 
student chimes in. 

BSU co-chairperson Kala Lacy stands 
beside the growing list, gently rubbing 
her fingertips against the pendant on her 
necklace, a soft piece of leather cut into 
the shape of Africa. A petite 20-year- 
old with perfectly curled eyelashes and 
big, rounded hair reminiscent of Angela 
Davis, she listens as more stories dart 
from the crowd. 

“Someone wrote ‘nigger’ on my door.” 
“A fraternity held a ‘Rastafari Safari.’” 
“On Martin Luther King Jr. Day, a din¬ 
ing hall served chicken and waffles.” 
“They sell Afros in the bookstore.” 

The last one triggers a discussion about 
why this is wrong. Afro wigs were being 
sold to fans as a nod to UCI star basket¬ 
ball player Michael Wilder, an African- 
American student with a hairstyle out of 


the American Basketball Association. 

“You can buy blackness!” Lacy pro¬ 
claims in a sarcastic, faux-TV-commercial 
voice. “Put it on! Take it off!” She poses in 
the manner of a The Price Is Right model, 
holding the grand prize. 

“It reminds me of a saying,” adds Zahra 
Ahmed, a faculty member. “‘Everybody 
wants to be us, but don’t nobody wanna 
be us.’” 

“Mm-hmm!” a few girls yell out. 

Ahmed continues. “For those who 
are privileged enough to benefit from 
the oppression of others, they can buy 
this Afro wig and put it on and identify 
superficially with this black man, but at 
the same time, they can dress in blackface 
and do drive-by N-words because when it 
comes to the reality of everyday life, ain’t 
nobody wanna be black!” 

About 50 BSU members are making 
final preparations for a campus protest, 
at which they plan to display the white¬ 
board filled with acts of ignorance and 
racism committed against them at UCI 
for all the school to see. The timing is 
critical—they need to get this out soon, 
while people are still talking about recent 
events. Days earlier, on April 24, a music 
video had surfaced on Facebook show¬ 
ing four members of the school’s oldest 
Asian-American fraternity, Lambda Theta 
Delta, dancing and lip-synching to Justin 
Timberlake’s hit song “Suit and Tie.” One 
of them had his face covered in black 
makeup to portray hip-hop titan Jay-Z. 

The student’s use of blackface, one of 
the most destructive and painful offenses 
against people of African descent, made 
national headlines and sparked major 
damage control on campus, with every¬ 
one and anyone at UCI trying to distance 
themselves from the fiasco. Lambda Theta 
Delta immediately apologized for the 


video, calling it a “grave mistake of a few 
members,” and suspended itself for a year. 
In a video released to UCI students, vice 
chancellor Thomas Parham proclaimed, 
“It is important that each of you know that 
incidents like this, while rare, do stand in 
sharp contrast to the values, virtues and 
the principles of the university.” 

Yet two weeks after the video emerged, a 
UCI freshman received a note in her back¬ 
pack that read, “Go back 2 Africa slave.” 

Lacy has come to despise the word “rare.” 

“It’s completely offensive!” she says. 
“To say that it’s a rare occurrence totally 
ignores the experience of black students 
on this campus. It’s erasing an entire life¬ 
time at UCI.” 

Using the recent, highly publicized 
incidents as a platform, black students 
express anger, fear and frustration over 
what they believe is an anti-black cam¬ 
pus climate. While they say racism isn’t 
unique to UCI, the numbers add strain— 
African-Americans make up just 2.6 
percent of a student population of more 
than 27,000, in a county where African- 
Americans make up 2.1 percent of 3.1 mil¬ 
lion residents. Armed with a megaphone, 
they’re pushing for policy changes, added 
curriculum and programming, and more 
accountability from the university. 

But more than anything, they want 
someone to listen. 

O n a Facebook page called UCI 

Secrets, students can post anony¬ 
mous thoughts and opinions on 
just about anything—secret crushes, sexual 
identity, drunken escapades. Often, the 
ramblings gravitate toward issues of race. 
One student, who identifies as half-black, 
responded to the outcry over the blackface 
video, writing, “Seriously, people, at what 
point will putting on brown face paint 


stop being offensive and just become one 
person not endowed with dark skin trying 
to look like someone who is? Will no non¬ 
black person ever be able to impersonate a 
black person simply because doing so was 
a derogatory act nearly a century ago? Or 
does the entire human race have to consult 
the history books every time we make a 
joke or do anything publicly?” 

These days, college students have 
become notorious for playing with racial 
taboos through parties themed after cul¬ 
tural stereotypes. “Ghetto fabulous” galas, 
such as the infamous 2010 “Compton 
Cookout” at UC San Diego, come complete 
with fake teeth grills, do-rags, butt pads 
and gang signs, while Mexican-mocking 
affairs showcase girls feigning pregnancies 
and guys in border patrol uniforms. 

“Racism is not new,” says Tamara 
Storey, UCI’s senior student-affairs 
specialist.“There is a gray area that is 
coming up now that makes it seem new. 
We have lots of artists using the word 
‘nigger.’ We have lots of students using it 
just as another word. So students don’t 
know. They’re wondering, ‘Should I use 
it? Is it okay to use it? Can I use it if I’m 
black? Can I use it if I’m not black?’ 

“If I didn’t know the history of black¬ 
face, I might think it’s tacky, but not rac¬ 
ist,” Storey adds. “We need to figure out 
how to educate our culture. How do we 
change the climate that says this is okay?” 

This education process often begins 
with black students themselves. For 
many, college is an opportunity to explore 
and connect with a heritage they may 
have only read a few pages about in their 
high school history books or celebrated 
once a year during February. And if the 
black students themselves know little 
about the historical context of their cul¬ 
ture, imagine going to a school populated 
by kids with no clue whatsoever. 

That’s what Lacy encountered upon 
enrolling at UCI. Growing up in a mostly 
white neighborhood in San Diego, Lacy 
often felt isolated. Classmates taunted her 
with racist remarks—she remembers one 
student telling her she was only good for 
shaking her ass or picking cotton—and 
she let them. “I couldn’t explain the dif¬ 
ferent feelings I felt,” she says, speaking 
calmly while softly rubbing her right arm. 
She sits on a campus bench next to her 
backpack, speckled with buttons: “I heart 
being black,” “Stop Racism” and “This 
Revolution Will Not Be Privatized.” 

“It was like, ‘I know I’m angry, but I’m 
not exactly sure why.’ I know what they 
said is messed up, but I don’t really have the 
words to explain why that wasn’t right.” 

Lacy says a black community was 
something she was looking for in poten¬ 
tial colleges, and “I really liked what I 
saw at UCI.” But when she arrived at the 
university, subtle stereotyping popped 
up everywhere. People would come up 
to her and touch her hair without ask¬ 
ing, or they would ask if she could teach 
them how to dance. “Someone I’ve never 
met before just assumed I was sassy,” she 
adds. “They were like, ‘I’ve never met 
sassy black Kala.’ And I was like, ‘I have 
never met you before. Where are you get¬ 
ting that idea from?’ It was just different 
things like that all the time. People would 
change their language around me, saying, 
‘Hey, girl, wassup?”’

One day, while waiting at the bus stop 
underneath the bridge on Campus Drive, 
a white woman who may or may not have 
been a UCI student started firing racial 
slurs at her: “nigger bitch,” “nigger slut” 
and “Go back to your nigger pimp.” With 
other students standing nearby and star¬ 
ing silently, Lacy didn’t know how to 
react. “Things go through your mind like, 
‘Okay, well, fight her. Make her hurt how 
you’re hurting right now,”’ she says. “But 
being a black student, you understand 
what happens when you’re the body 
that’s making violence happen.” 

Lacy found comfort in the school’s BSU, 
as members shared similar stories and frus¬ 
trations. “That’s when I felt like I wasn’t so 
different, like I wasn’t crazy to be mad at all 
these people who had done me wrong,” she 
says. She started taking African-American 
studies courses, where she gained an aca¬ 
demic vocabulary for discussing issues of 
race, and she eventually took on the role of 
BSU co-chairperson alongside her friend, 
Ainaria Johnson. Standing up for the black 
community has become her mission. 

“This is more of a chance for me to say 
the things I didn’t get to say when I was 
growing up,” she says. “I’m in a much 
better place because I have the language, 

I have the history, I have the means. It’s 
almost sort of a redemption for high 
school Kala, who never said anything.” 

T he music video featuring four 

members of Lambda Theta Delta 
was created as a promotion for the 
fraternity’s annual event celebrating the 
entrance of new brothers. It was uploaded 
to YouTube with the disclaimer “No rac¬ 
ism intended. All fun and laughter.” 

When Lacy saw the video, she says she 
was “surprised, but not surprised.” She 
immediately contacted her fellow BSU 
board members. “I was like, ‘When are we 
meeting to discuss what we need to do?”’ 
she recalls. “I knew this was one that we 
couldn’t just let slide by.” 

Before the video could go viral, 

Lambda Theta Delta posted a lengthy 
apology to its Facebook page, stating, 

“The collective house is aware of the 
great ignorance of the video as it perpetu¬ 


ates a gravely offensive stereotype against 

African-Americans_We apologize for 

its creation as well as any mental anguish 
the production has caused to the commu¬ 
nity. ... Regardless of the circumstances, 
the video proves the existence of racism 
and ignorance today.” 

A week later, before an investigation by 
the university had been completed, the 
fraternity announced it would suspend its 
status as a UCI organization until fall 2014. 

UCI vice chancellor Thomas Parham 
applauds the fraternity’s quick apology 
and self-imposed suspension. “This par¬ 
ticular group of men had a choice,” he 
says. “They could have engaged in denial 
or gotten defensive and tried to rational¬ 
ize their behavior, or they could have said 
nothing. But they stood up like men and 
apologized for their actions.” 

Parham (who’s African-American) 
maintains that events such as the black¬ 
face video and hateful note found in a 
student’s backpack are “deplorable,” but 
he insists they’re rare at UCI—and that 
the BSU is exaggerating the atmosphere 
on campus. “Those incidents can paint 
with a broad brush this institution as a 
hotbed of racism when it’s not.... Not 
everyone thinks with the same mind and 
agrees with the same position. Many black 
students are having good experiences at 
this university.” 

The vice chancellor, who attended UCI 
as a student in the 1970s, says, “Diversity 
has been the hallmark of the campus 
experience for decades.” Nearly 70 per¬ 
cent of the student body is made of people 
of color. (Asian-Americans make up 49 
percent.) The school was the first in the 
University of California system to estab¬ 
lish a Cross-Cultural Center, which has 
become a model for campuses across the 
country. There are diversity symposiums, 
workshops, support groups and festivals. 

“Listen, I grew up in the shadows of 
[Martin Luther] King [Jr.] and Malcolm 
[X],” he says. “I grew up marching for 
equality. I fought this struggle. I get it. I 
didn’t just become not-black yesterday 
because I became an administrator. I don’t 
deny that the incident existed. I don’t 
deny the authenticity of the pain. But 
what we can’t do is insulate students from 
every single incident or act of racial insen¬ 
sitivity. I can’t control the fact that a fra¬ 
ternity would make an insensitive video.” 

Still, BSU members want the univer¬ 
sity to be held accountable. As far back 


as 1989, in a Los Angeles 
Times article tellingly 
titled “Why Some Blacks 
Feel Locked Out at UC 
Irvine,” black students 
were complaining about 
an anti-black attitude 
on campus. The current 
BSU’s demands for zero 
tolerance against dis¬ 
crimination and violence, 
an official punitive policy 
for future transgressions 
against the black com¬ 
munity, and the estab¬ 
lishment of an official 
African-American studies 
department, are virtually 
the same as those from 
students 24 years ago. 

“It’s so easy for people 
to say, ‘forgive and forget’ 
when no one has to deal 
with the violence except 
for us,” Lacy says. “As a 
community, we’re really over it, and we 
shouldn’t have to be dealing with this any¬ 
more. We don’t want to be the only ones 
fighting our battle the next time around.” 

I t’s lunch time at UCI, and BSU members 
are standing in silence in the middle of 
Ring Road, the school’s bustling walk¬ 
way. They’re dressed in all black, and taped 
to each of their shirts is a sheet of white 
paper declaring a personal statement. 

“Being black at UCI means I can’t 
wear hoop earrings without being called 
‘ghetto,’” one reads. 

“Being black at UCI means not being 
acknowledged by the faculty within your 
graduate program,” reads another. 

The whiteboard from the previous 
night rests under a tree. A handful of pass- 
ersby stop to find out what’s going on. 

One BSU member tells an Asian stu¬ 
dent about the blackface video. “That’s 
offensive?” the student asks. 

Another young man on a scooter glides 
past the rally and yells, “So dramatic!” 

Wearing a camouflage army jacket and 
combat boots, Lacy takes the megaphone. 
The loudspeakers screech before she 
begins to yell all the things she’s wanted 
to say. 

“UCI, I am tired of you ignoring me,” 
she screams. “UCI, I am tired of you letting 
this violence happen. UCI, I am tired of 
you just walking past me and just watch¬ 


ing me suffer. UCI, I should not be afraid 
to go to class for fear that someone will 
wonder why I am there. UCI, it should not 
be acceptable for 30 students to watch me 
be racially harassed at a bus stop. UCI, you 
are not allowed to touch my hair. UCI, I 
am tired of having to prove myself to you. 
UCI, I am just as valuable as you.” 

Her hand clenches into a fist. “UCI, we 
are tired! We are tired of having to fight 
every day. Do you hear me? We are tired! 
We are tired!” 

She lowers the megaphone and begins 
to sob, her sunglasses masking her eyes. 
Two girlfriends comfort her. 

“It’s just something really heavy to 
carry,” Lacy says, her voice calm once 
again. “Even though we’re supposed to be 
out here strong, it’s very real. People can 
walk by, they can read the signs, and they 
can forget about it, but this is something 
that’s on our shoulders, on our mind all 
the time. And it gets really difficult to 
handle sometimes. It’s knowing that after 
this is all done, I’m still gonna have to 
carry this—the community is still gonna 
have to carry this.” 

As the protest goes on, black students 
stand in the center of the pathway, arms 
linked, forming a chain. 

In unison, they chant, “While there is 
racism, we will not rest!” 

They wait for someone to stop and listen.

A Short, Incomplete, Thoroughly Embarrassing 
Timeline of Anti-Black Moments in Orange County

1919: Two black men try to 
board a stagecoach bound 
for Los Angeles, only to have 
passengers lockthe door 
so they couldn't enter. The 
stagecoach's driver said they 
could only sit in the back; the 
black men beat up the driver, 
breaking his arm and leaving 
him with a 3-inch cut. 

1925: African-American 
businessmen from Los 
Angeles try to open a beach 


club in Huntington Beach. 
The city refused to connect 
utilities to the club, while 
the Huntington Beach and 
Newport Beach chambers of 
commerce openly opposed 
it. The club never opened; it 
mysteriously burned down 
in 1926. 

1941: Fullerton resident 
Neff Cox passes away. For 
16 years, he had operated a 
bootblack business in Brea, 


but he had to leave every 
afternoon because the city 
didn't allow blacks there 
after sundown. U.S. Census 
figures showed Brea had 
two black residents in 1950, 
one in 1960 and only 40 as 
recently as 1970. 

1945: Citrus growers 
import 500 Jamaicans to La 
Habra to fill a labor short¬ 
age. Within a week of their 
arrival, newspapers proclaim 


they were causing a "racial 
problem." A historian would 
later go on to write that 
"their numbers, appearance 
and manners were strange 
and frightening" to county 
residents. One laborer said 
there was "no place in the 
world as prejudiced as 
Orange County." 

1946: The Fullerton Planning 
Commission considers a 
proposal to build a housing 
tract for returning African- 
American World War II vet¬ 
erans. Residents sign a peti¬ 
tion opposing the proposal 
because the tract "would 


depreciate the value of the 
surrounding property, and 
they did not want Negroes ... 
in the neighborhood." 

1963: Tustin Congressman 
James Utt warns readers in 
a newsletter that the United 
Nations was training "a con¬ 
tingent of barefoot Africans" 
in Georgia to invade the 
United States. 

1967: A Chapman College 
fraternity holds a slave auc¬ 
tion. A sample headline from 
the Santa Ana Register that 
summer reads, "Negroes 
Threaten Bakeries." And 


the Supreme Court rules in 
Reitman v. Mu I key that land¬ 
lords could not discriminate 
against renters based on 
race. The case originated in 
Santa Ana, where a landlord 
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‘Nigger In the Pit!’ 

OC Weekly’s music editor on growing up black in OC: 
the fights, the silly questions—and the comebacks

T he first fight—the first of many— 
came in seventh grade, during a 
Total Chaos show at Chain Reac¬ 
tion. Two tall, camo-wearing teen idiots 
with shaved heads charged me while 
shouting, “Nigger in the pit!” They started 
swinging. Luckily, I side-stepped and 
socked one of them in the nose before a 
couple of other anti-fascist punks helped 
me to stomp their asses and get them 
tossed out. 

People often ask how I handle it, living 
in a place as utterly un-black as Orange 
County. How, of all the places my parents 
could’ve settled as a progressive, inter¬ 
racial couple, did they pick OC, particu¬ 
larly Yorba Linda, to raise a family? Sure 
there’s the peace and quiet, the schools, 
the ample parking. But 
life gets complicated 
when you’re a flake of 
pepper wandering in a 
desert of salt. 

The way I talk, the 
music in my iPod and 
the friends I’ve made 
don’t easily mark me as 
“black,” whatever the 
hell that means, to most 
county residents. I have 
dark olive skin, my hair 
didn’t even curl until 
puberty, and I’ve been 
mistakenly spoken to 
in Spanish, Hindi and 
Farsi more times than I care to count. 
Even in my career, some of my colleagues 
have said, “Oh, I forget you’re black!” as if 
that were a compliment. I only bring this 
up because my take on growing up black 
in OC carries that extra sting of isolation 
that comes from the initial question of 
“So what are you?” 

It’s the moment when I get asked that 
question that I wish my 27 years here 
could come spewing out of my mouth 
and directly onto the shirt of whoever 
inquired. What am I? Well, the first iden¬ 
tifiable thing I can remember being is 


Catholic. That’s not because I consider 
myself especially religious, but because I 
spent most of my life in a white Catholic 
church, St. Martin de Porres Church in 
Yorba Linda (how cosmic, right? He’s 
a black saint). I’m a product of Servite 
High School and know white, upper- 
middle-class people better than they 
know themselves. I’ve learned to speak 
their language. And I know when they’re 
speaking down to me—which, when I 
was younger, was almost always. Passive¬ 
aggressiveness might as well be my sec¬ 
ond language. 

The second thing I can remember being 
is a historian—a black historian—and not 
necessarily by choice. But when your 
father is a black history professor who 


spends his entire day lecturing on Plessy 
vs. Ferguson and names such as Zora 
Neale Hurston, Frederick Douglass and 
Marcus Garvey at the local university, 
you better believe I was getting handed 
some coursework as soon as I could read. 
Though slogging through books on black 
history in addition to social studies home¬ 
work about pilgrims could’ve felt like a 
chore to most kids, such things offered an 
academic window into black culture that 
taught me about my roots in a way noth¬ 
ing else around me ever could. In a lot of

wouldn't rent to an African- 
American military couple. 

1969: More than 400 Mexi¬ 
can and black youths riot in 
Santa Ana after a black girl 
was kicked out of a theater. 
She had complained after 
a white teen yelled, "Why 
don'tyou black niggers keep 
quiet?" Teens threw bottles 
and bricks at police, set 
fires, and even took batons 
away from officers and beat 
them with the sticks.

ways, this extracurricular education was a 
good lesson on living in Orange County— 
whether it’s good people, good music or 
good weed, if you want to find authentic 
shit around here, you have to dig for it. 

Third, I’m a musician. While my tastes 
are eclectic, it was Bad Brains who got me 
to pick up the bass. It was Bootsy Collins 
who kept me on it. And growing up dart¬ 
ing to warehouse shows between Ana¬ 
heim and Fullerton as a teen offered me 
my first taste in tokenism, as I was usu¬ 
ally the blackest thing in the room. And 
depending on the griminess of the gig, 
that could be a problem (see the Chain 
Reaction experience above). 

I could fill this essay with all the fights 
I’ve gotten into in OC because of my 
blackness. Of course, most of my confron¬ 
tations with race have been far subtler; 
due to societal mores, I am often forced to 
use words instead of fists. That’s also why 
I’m a comedian—or maybe just a smartass. 
I studied all the greats: Pryor, Fox, Rock, 
Chappelle. My fascination with comedy 
was and still is an attempt to expand my 
vocabulary and wit to harden it so it hurts 
worse than a punch. I throw it often—at 
clubs, bars, generally places where a sub¬ 
urban male might go to get sauced in pub¬ 
lic and spout a racist joke within earshot 


of me. I’ve learned that inflicting public 
embarrassment on someone is the way 
to deal with 90 percent of the problems I 
encounter in regard to race. 

A few weeks ago, I was at a sports bar 
in Tustin, drinking and watching basket¬ 
ball with a friend. At one point, a group of 
guys noticed that black athletes were on 
all the screens playing every sport—base¬ 
ball, basketball. Hell, even Tiger was on. 

“Damn, man, the only black guys in 
Orange County are on the TV screens,” 
one of the guys said. Then he shouted to 
the bartender: “Is there anything they 
can’t do with a bat and a ball?” 

I looked up from my Newcastle. “Your 
mom didn’t seem to think so last night.” 

The bar erupted in laughter. 

Yeah, easy line. But when it comes to 
how my blackness commingles with my 
OC-ness, the one thing I’m most proud of 
being is an optimist. I’m not a bitter black 
guy. Despite memories of being harassed, 
looked down upon and isolated, I also 
don’t forget the times I’ve been embraced 
and accepted because of my differences 
from the people around me. I’m still 
pretty much willing to give anyone the 
benefit of the doubt when they step up 
to shake my hand. If I expect that for 
myself, I know I have to be willing to give 
it. Regardless of color, that’s what a man 
does. And that is what I am.

He 
is more like H. Rap Brown 
or Willie Horton." Also: 
Students stage a walkout 
at Savanna High School in 
Anaheim afterthe principal 
decides to phase out the 
school's use of the Con¬ 
federate flag (Savanna's 
teams are the Rebels). One 
of the organizers tells The 
Orange County Register 
that the school's Black Stu¬ 
dent Union "gripe[s] about 
little things."

Kicking it with the wisecracking barbers at 
A-Unique Barbershop in Anaheim

ury me with some clippers, 
homie,” Pierre Dotson shouts 
above the din of the NBA 
play-offs, hip-hop and general ball-busting 
at A-Unique Barbershop in Anaheim. 

“Real talk!” 

Dotson’s barbers are 
busy treating every head 
of hair as though it’s 
a work of art, meticu¬ 
lously sculpting styles 
according to each cus¬ 
tomer’s request. Afri¬ 
can-Americans and a 
few Latinos fill all seven 
chairs; on two sofas, 
waiting patrons shoot 
the shit with everyone. 

Near the back of the 
shop, playing dominoes 
behind a display case 
selling do-rags, Afro picks and sunglasses 
is Dante, a regular from La Habra. Dot- 
son, A-Unique’s owner, puts the finishing 
touches on a ’frohawk, pausing to set his 
cell phone to Afroman’s one-hit wonder, 
“Because I Got High.” 

“I’m sure that brotha got a house off 
that song,” Dante cracks. 

“Oh, that nigga got a mansion mak¬ 
ing this album out his garage and shit!” 
Dotson says in a high-pitch Chris Tucker 
voice. The shop erupts in laughter. 

Ed Small, a Cypress resident new to the 
area, waits for a chair to open. 

“Barbershops are everywhere, but as 
far as black barbershops, specifically, I 


wasn’t too sure,” he says of his new sur¬ 
roundings. “I wasn’t gonna drive to LA to 
get a haircut. The service is good and so 
is the atmosphere. It’s close for me. If it 
ain’t broke, don’t fix it.” 

Black barbershops are long-standing 


cultural institutions within the African- 
American community, a testament to 
entrepreneurial know-how, and A-Unique 
isn’t any different. Since 1998, it has 
served that role for OC’s black residents, 
nestled in an otherwise-nondescript 
L-shaped row of business suites on Ana¬ 
heim’s Westside. A concert flier for a 
recent Snoop Dogg show at Heat Ultra 
Lounge is taped to the front window. The 
bulletin board and personal connections 
help to hook people up with jobs, real- 
estate agents and loan services. Menus 
are clipped together for the new-ish 
Papa’s Fish & Soul Food down the street.

There has never been a full-fledged 
“chocolate city” (slang for a predominantly 
African-American city as immortalized 
by funk master George Clinton in a Parlia¬ 
ment song of the same name) in Orange 
County although such communities 
existed in Santa Ana, Fullerton and Tustin 
in OC’s Marines base years. But Anaheim 
has made a push to crown itself the capital 
of black OC in the past 15 years. Black- 
owned businesses are popping up around 
town. Anaheim’s “Census 2000 Demo¬ 
graphic Profile,” published in January 
2002, noted at the time that it was home 
to “the largest black or African-American 
population group in [Orange] County,” and 
it still holds the title, according to the 2010 
census, boosted by an influx of Kenyans, 
Somalis and Ethiopians. And two years 
ago, Anaheim became home to the Orange 
County Black History and Cultural Fair, 
which Santa Ana had hosted for decades. 

“I definitely see the African-American 
population growing,” Dotson says. “I see 
a lot of Ethiopians coming in, too. When 
Obama became president, everybody 
swarmed up here. They all just wanted to 
talk about it.” 

After finishing with his client, Dotson 
takes a break, sit¬ 
ting on a plastic 
chair in the back 
alley. “[The origi¬ 
nal owner] was 
a hard-working 
dude, turned a 
negative into a 
positive and cre¬ 
ated this pillar in 
the community,” 
he says. “I came 
in fresh out of school in ’07, put a lot of 
hard work here, made him an offer, and 
he took it.” 

The 32-year-old Inglewood native now 
oversees six barbers skilled at providing 
fades, facial grooming, texturizers and 
specialty cuts. “It’s good to be around 
your community,” Dotson continues. 
“You’ll find some camaraderie among 
your brethren. The Latino homies, them 
is the closest to my brothers without 
having the same mother. We get a lot of 
Asians. We get the elderly. We get the 
kids. We are a black barbershop, but we 
love everybody who loves us.” 

The men at A-Unique share different 
experiences of racism in the city. “I get 
it all the time,” Dotson says. “Even right 
in this chair once.” The barber recounts 
how a white customer was getting his 
hair cut and started lecturing how if 
Dotson stayed away from prison and kept 


working hard, he could one day own a 
shop like this and start a family. “After¬ 
ward, I had to show him the business 
license,” the family man says. 

“I haven’t had any problems,” barber 
Big Al Hunter says; he moved to Anaheim 
in 2005. “I’m an all-around type of guy. 
People like me.” 

“You lyin’—I hate this motherfucker!” 
Dante butts in with a laugh. “Nah, I’m 
just playing. I got barbershops around my 
house that’s closer. I come and choose to 
fuck with these niggas. I drive over here. 
It’s the energy.” 

Closer to the entrance, Spencer 
“Spence” Rodney is busy buzzing. “The 
biggest part of a hair cut is a conversation,” 
the Riverside resident says. “Everybody 
gotta feel at home. That’s why Eddie keep 
coming back. I say things that change peo¬ 
ple’s lives,” he adds with a chuckle. Spence 
finishes with Eddie, who leaves with a 
handshake and a shoulder bump. 

David Baker of Anaheim is next to get 
on the chair. “Taper the back,” he says. 

“You want it real low?” Spence asks. 

“Yeah, and no sideburns.” 

The conversation turns more casual. 
“I’ma be gone on the 31st,” the barber says. 

“That’s my orientation. I got that gig,” 
Baker replies. 

“Didn’t I tell you a haircut will get you 
a job?” Spence says to 
no one in particular. 

“Where you 
going?” Baker asks. 

“Hawaii. I wanna 
wake up and have 
nothing to do. That’s 
what vacation is. It’s 
what you don’t do!” 

More people enter 
the barbershop, and 
one-on-one conversa¬ 
tions fade into a larger discussion on the 
NBA play-offs, with everyone chiming in. 
“Who your team, brother, ’cause I hear you 
over there,” Spence asks a customer in a 
chair toward the back. 

“Uh, Lakers,” he responds. 

A collective groan lets out. “You mean 
the dysfunctional family?” a man on the 
sofa says and snickers. 

“‘[Former owner Jerry] Buss is dead; 
we good now,’ you said? His son is gonna 
fuck it up!” 

The back-and-forth exchanges rage on 
for more than half an hour. “I definitely 
think it’s more than just haircuts,” Dotson 
explains of the vibe at A-Unique. “We’ll 
lift somebody’s day up.” 

And they can get you lucky, too, gents. 
“We definitely do that!” Dotson says. 

“You gonna get some pussy off my hair 
cuts, fo’ sho’!”

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Sweet-and-Sour Splendor 

Peking Dragon is a good, old-school Chinese restaurant in a city with 

very few Chinese restaurants or Chinese people

I t was Sunday night at Peking Dragon 
Restaurant in Dana Point, one of only 
three Chinese eateries in the seaside 
city, and every Naugahyde booth was 
taken. You had to wait at least 15 minutes 
if you didn’t have a reservation. Standing 
there in the lobby, you watched as plates 
of glistening sweet-and-sour chicken were 
marched out of the kitchen and noodles 
in swamps of soy sauce-spiked gravies 
landed on tables with a thud. Customers 
twirled up the latter with forks as though 
they were slurping spaghetti. 

This is Chinese as most Americans 
know it—cuisine that might be more 
familiar to someone from Canton, Ohio, 
than Canton Province. It’s the kind of 
place that still has chop suey, egg foo 
young and rumaki on the menu, where 
a request for crispy noodles means a big 
plate of dun-colored, bite-sized lengths 
instead of a rare Sichuanese special¬ 
ity. You dip the deep-fried twigs in the 
orange-colored sweet-and-sour sauce 
poured from a trio of carafes supplied on 
every table. Another carafe holds hot mus¬ 
tard; the third, a vinegar-soy blend you’d 
presumably use on rice. 

The waiters, Chinese men in their 50s 
wearing vests and shiny nametags, are 
seasoned pros and look as though they’ve 
worked here forever. They go about their 
duties efficiently and with few words, 
doing what most waiters don’t these days: 
perform actual service. They’ll clear out 
the dirty plates before you even ask. Order 
a mu shu anything, and they’ll take two 
spoons to assemble it tableside, stuffing 
thin crepes with the stir-fried hash con¬ 


sisting of meat strips and eggs, forming 
four fat burritos you’re supposed to pick 
up with your hands after you dab on a 
little more hoisin sauce to taste. If you 
thought ahead and ordered the Peking 
duck a day in advance, they’ll carve the 
bird and debone it, shaving off the skin to 
be bundled up with the pancakes into sto¬ 
gies. If you opt for the barbecue sparerib, 
one of Peking Dragon’s best appetizers— 
ruddy, roasted bones shellacked with a 
sticky glaze—your waiter will portion out 
one rib per person at your table, each in its 
own saucer. 


But perhaps the most impressive thing 
he’ll do tableside happens when you 
order the sizzling rice soup. He’ll take 
the plate of crisped rice and dump it into 
a vessel containing the soup, making the 
bowl violently hiss and sputter as though 
a just-forged crowbar was dunked in 
water. The sound—more exciting than 
the actual soup itself, as it’s just bits of 
meat and micro-diced vegetables in a 
clear broth that slowly turns the nutty, 
crispy rice soggy—will turn heads and 
inspire the next table who hasn’t yet 
ordered it to do so. 

If you opt for the barbecue 
sparerib, one of Peking 
Dragon’s best appetizers— 
ruddy, roasted bones 
shellacked with a sticky glaze— 
your waiter will portion out one 
rib per person at your table, 
each in its own saucer. 

Second to the soup, you’ll want the 
Shan Hi pork, a meaty mountain of sweet¬ 
ness consisting of nothing but batter-fried 
pieces of pig that are wok-tossed in a 
brown, syrupy sauce, coating it not unlike 
the orange chicken everyone gets at Panda 
Express. Eat it fast, though. The longer 
you wait, the more its tenuous airy-yet- 
crispy texture disappears into the damp¬ 
ness. After this happens, it will become 
merely okay instead of great. If you opt 
for this dish, it’s wise to order the mayo- 
dressed, honey-glazed walnut shrimp 
instead of the Mandarin prawns, which 
also turn out batter-coated, deep-fried, 


then lubed up in a sauce with a similar 
flavor profile to the pork. 

There is, of course, kung pao every¬ 
thing. The beef variant is kind of gloppy 
and greasy, with a thin veneer of the cook¬ 
ing oil slicking every piece of meat, onion 
and green pepper. It is, however, spicier 
than you anticipated. The dried chile- 
pepper pods will have leeched their hot¬ 
ness into the gravy. Gravy, by the way, is 
par for the course here. The snow peas 
with water chestnuts is drowned in so 
much of its neutral-flavored cornstarched 
gravy it veers dangerously close to the ter¬ 
ritory of soup. But in other dishes, such as 
the hot braised tofu, their version of ma-po 
with curdles of ground pork, the gravy— 
here adorned with bits of pickled vegeta¬ 
bles and flecks of chile—makes the dish. 

Everything else you order here you’ve 
probably eaten a thousand times before. 
You know, for instance, that it’s better 
to ask for the house special fried rice 
than the chicken, beef or shrimp by itself 
because for the same price, you get all 
three. And you know that the crispy chow 
mein is, in fact, going to use the same 
fried noodles you ate earlier, this time as 
the base of a stir-fry that’s actually just 
the chop suey. It’s the closest you ever 
need to get to ordering the latter. Because 
even here in Dana Point, where the Asian 
demographic hovers in the single-digit 
percentile, no one orders the chop suey.

(IT hat sauce bit you in the end, 

I right?" the owner of Papa's Fish 
& Soul Food in Anaheim cracked from 
across the dining room, and I had to 
nod yes. "I could hear you from across 
the room!" 

It was near midday, and I had just 
eaten his breakfast soulrito, a brick of 
multiculti beauty. The flour tortilla was 
cooked to that golden median at which 
it's pliable with just a bit of crunch; inside 
was crisped chunks of potato, hot links 
with the snap of perfectly fried chorizo 
and silken eggs. Butwhattied everything 
together was the Soul Sauce, an in-house 
condiment the cooks put on only certain 
dishes. Thick as a 'cue sauce but spicy as 
a Mexican mami's salsa, the stuff seeps 
into every corner of the soulrito, entic¬ 
ing you with its sweetness, making you 
think you need to drown the beast in Red 
Rooster sauce to get some spiciness... 
and then it smacks you hard—makes you 
cough, even. Cough! I don't even cough 
after my third round of habanero salsa. 

"I got the idea for my breakfast soul¬ 
rito after eating a breakfast burrito in 
Irvine," Papa told my pal and I after my 
wimpy coughs stopped. "It was terrible! 

I figured I could do something better." 

And he does! Papa's Fish & Soul Food 
has only operated a couple of months 
from its Anaheim digs, but it's already 
becoming a mainstay among the city's 
growing African-American community, 
attracting blacks, Mexicans and Latinos 
alike and hosting comedy nights (G-rated, 
folks) on Thursdays to promote a family 
atmosphere. The large grill just outside, 
as foreboding as an oil drum, shows its 
seriousness at the task of teaching OC 
what good barbecue is, and the ribs are 
a Delta dream. Weekends bring gumbo 
and jambalaya until they're gone; sweet 
potato pie and sweet tea are made 
fresh—and finished almost as soon as 
they're prepared. 

Golden hush puppies, massive po' 
boys, fluffy cornbread, slabs of fried 
catfish: Papa's is an eater's dream. But 
what's best about Papa's is its fusion 
food. The breakfast soulrito is delicious; 
its regular soulrito, featuring collard 
greens and pork along with peppery 
dirty rice and red beans, is the greatest 
unison of black and brown since the 
stands at a Lakers game. It also contains 
the Soul Sauce, along with the Soul Rice, 
which is essentially an African-American 
take on a Mos II bowl—the best union of 
African-American and Asian traditions 
since The Boondocks.

e met chef Ali H. Zadeh during 
Newport Beach Restaurant 
Week. Port Restaurant isn’t 
your typical beach-city dining establish¬ 
ment. Then again, Zadeh isn’t your typi¬ 
cal proprietor. 

How do you define global cuisine? 

It is essentially international cuisine, or 
cuisines of the world. Cuisine is a style 
of cooking practices and traditions, often 
associated with a specific culture. Port’s 
menu has influences from Middle-Eastern 
countries, Mediterranean regions, Italian 
fare, French sauces, as well as some Asian 
and Indian dishes. 

Best culinary tip for the home cook: 

Use fresh ingredients and slow cooking for 
most home dishes. 

Your earliest food memory: 

My uncle was the head of Customs in 
Iran, and I remember walking through the 
kitchen in the clubhouse with him and basi¬ 
cally asking the chef to put my favorite dish 
as the daily special. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

Chelo kebab, which is really the national 
dish of Iran. The meal is simple, consisting 
of steamed, saffroned basmati rice (chelo) 
and kebab, of which there are several dis¬ 
tinct Persian varieties. Port offers some of 
the traditional ones, including shish kebab 
(filet mignon), koobideh (ground sirloin) 
and jujeh (chicken), as well as a couple of 
seafood versions—salmon and shrimp— 
along with plain or mixed rice, grilled toma¬ 
toes, and small sides of Shirazi salad (diced 
cucumbers, tomatoes, onions and mint with 
olive oil and lemon juice) and Greek tzatziki 
(yogurt, cucumber puree, shallots and dill). 
What are you serving on your cheese plate? 
Goat cheese, Manchego, Danish blue, brie 
and Gruyere. 

Your best recent food find: 

I just had some fava bean hummus at a 
private function last week. It was a light, 
creamy alternative to the usual chickpea- 
based hummus. 

What is your beverage of choice? 

I always enjoy one of our handcrafted, spe¬ 
cialty cocktails at Port such as our Corona 
del Mango or grapefruit martini, made with 
fresh juice and St.-Germain elderflower- 
blossom liqueur. 

When is your happy hour ; and what are 
the specials? 

Monday through Thursday, 5 to 7 p.m.; 
Friday, 4 to 7 p.m.; Saturday and Sunday, 

10 a.m. to 7 p.m. Our late-night happy hour 
is Monday, Tuesday and Thursday, 9 p.m. 
to midnight. Cocktails and wines are from 
$6, and food items from $5. Entrees are $4 
to $5 off, with $2 to $3 off starters, tapas, 
green plates and beers. There’s $3 off all 
liquor, wines by the glass, specialty martinis 
and cocktails. 

Tell us about the saffron ice cream. 

It’s a traditional Persian ice cream that uses 
rose water, cardamom, pistachios and saf¬ 
fron. Saffron is used in lots of our recipes at

Port. It’s probably the world’s most costly 
spice by weight and used mainly in various 
cuisines as a seasoning and coloring agent. 
Where was your most recent meal? 

Some fresh local sea bass with couscous 
salad and a mango-reduction sauce. It was 
our catch of the day at Port. 

If you’re open until midnight daily how late 
is your entertainment performing? 

We have nightly, live entertainment from 
7 to 11 p.m. 

Favorite places to eat (besides your own): 

I rarely get a chance to get out and try 
other restaurants on a regular basis. For a 
casual meal, I like to go to Bandera for their 
mucho salad. And for a heartier meal, Mae¬ 
stro’s Steakhouse is always a good choice.

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The Sonnet 130 of 
OC’s Burger World 

Queso Fundido Burger at Lola Gaspar 


L olaGaspar’s Queso Fundido Burger 
will arrive at your table in nothing 
more than a paper food boat lined 
with brown parchment. There is no foliage 
nor pops of color. No truffle oil that costs 
more than the burger itself will coat the 
patty, and its sesame-seed bun won’t make 
you wonder about its pedigree. But this is 
the Sonnet 130 of OC’s burger world—and 
the cheese, the cheese is everything. 

Not too long ago, Lola began offering 
a $5 burger special on Monday evenings. 

It changes every week and has revivified 
the normally pricy and small-portioned 
menu—sorry, guys, it’s the truth. While 
Lola has since started offering other $5 
burgers, such as a chorizo-and-sirloin 
patty topped with pepper jack cheese and 
barbecue sauce, the Queso Fundido is the 
original. The bun is really soft, the beef is 
lean and juicy (as long as you remember to 
order medium or medium rare), and the 
queso fundido that the kitchen makes fresh 
every day is ridiculously tasty. The actual 
blend of cheeses used to make the fundido 
varies, but it’s usually Cheddar, pepper jack 
and around four other types, blended with 
ground-up chorizo and swirled into a spicy, 
almost-sauce. 

Then it’s slathered all over the burger 
and oozes out as the boat makes its way to

your table. Make sure to eat it right away— 
before the cheese begins to solidify. But if 
that happens, you can always just peel and 
eat it right off the paper. Of course, you do 
run the risk of going to Lola on a Monday 
when this particular burger isn’t offered— 
but fear not. There’s also a dipping appe¬ 
tizer with the same wonderful sauce. Now, 
the question is how I can get the chefs to 
make me nachos with queso fundido....

Fifth Stage at 320 Main 

W alk into 320 Main on any Tuesday 
night, and you'll see Dave Castillo 
wearing an aloha shirt that seemingly 60 
lorikeets had to die for. See, Tuesdays are 
tiki nights at the cocktail capital of Orange 
County, so the orders for tall glasses of rum 
with splashes of other stuff slide across 
the bar, with Castillo shaking and garnish¬ 
ing with aplomb. (This place doesn't go in 
for fruit salad on a stick, just so you know. 
Simpler is better.) 

Don't get us wrong; we love a good Navy 
Grog or Three Dots and a Dash once in a 
(very long, massively hungover) while, but 
Castillo's signature drink, the Fifth Stage, 
is what's needed after a long day on the 
beach or in front of a spreadsheet. 

THE DRINK 

It's made with Pernod, an old French man's 
drink, a syrupy-sweet licorice-bomb sub¬ 
stitute for absinthe, a thick liquor that's 
usually cut with cold water on an at least 
5-to-1 ratio. Instead of water, Castillo uses 
pineapple juice—no, stay with us here, this 
is notSex On the Beach—lime juice and 



cucumber. Something about that combina¬ 
tion balances the anise; it's a soupgon, just 
like breathing into an absinthe-washed 
Sazerac. The lime and cucumber make it a 
perfect summertime drink. It's a fast-drink¬ 
ing beverage, so force yourself to savor it. 

Now, if only 320 Main were closer....

DOMAINE SAINTE ROSE 2010 
LA COQUILLE D’OC ROUGE 
$9.95 [#333384] 

The scallop shell (coquille is French for “shell”) 
on the label is a very appropriate image to use for 
wine from Sainte Rose for two historical reasons. 
First, this shell was a waymarker for Medieval 
travelers on the pilgrimage route to Santiago de 
Compostela. Second, they have found actual scallop 
shells in one of the vineyards that date back to 
Roman times as there was a Roman settlement on 
the outskirts of what is now their local village. Le 
Coquille D’Oc is comprised of 40% Grenache, 40% 
Syrah and 20% Mourvedre. 

Ahh-- the southern French wine nose never 
ceases to fascinate (usually in a Pavlovian way) 
and amaze us. La Coquille blends notes of spice, 
black tea, leather, meat, cherry vanilla fruit and sea 
salt. The palate is equally tempting, with oodles 
of sweet, forward fruit that is balanced by good 
amounts of tannin and grip. Notes of both red 
and black plum, blackberry fruit, black pepper and 
mixed spices envelop the palate while the rounded 
tannins counterpoint nicely. The finish is lengthy 
and gorgeous. So much for so little!

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Take Her Seriously 

Brit Marling saves the world from the world-savers

Y ou’re either with Brit Marling, or 
you’re against her. The 29-year-old 
blond filmmaker (who describes 
herself on Twitter as a tree climber/actor/ 
writer/producer) catapulted out of obscu¬ 
rity in 2011 with two obfuscatory indies: 
Sound of My Voice and the mournful sci-fi 
drama Another Earth. Marling specializes 
in films about faith, loyalty and paranoia, 
in which rationalists argue with dreamers 
and everybody seeks a greater meaning to 
what could just be nonsense—which is to 
say her specialty is life. 

In Sound of My Voice, she positioned 
herself, fittingly, as the leader of a new 
cult. Audiences agreed, forgiving her usual 
third-act problems in favor of hailing a 
lovely thing who would rather write about 
conspiracies than romantic comedies. 
Who can resist an ingenue with a George¬ 
town degree in economics? When Marling 
returned to her alma mater this month to 
deliver the commencement address, she 
urged the graduates just eight years her 
junior to “hold onto your tribe.” 

The East is Marling’s third film with her 
own tribe—former classmates Mike Cahill 
and Zal Batmanglij, who trade off direct¬ 
ing her scripts. In it, she acts, writes, pro¬ 
duces and, yes, even climbs a tree. Marling 


plays Sarah, a former FBI agent turned 
corporate spy, paid handsomely to protect 
McDonald’s, Wal-Mart, Exxon and the 
like from the terrorists: vegans, environ¬ 
mentalists, activists out to besmirch their 
names. Handing Sarah a pair of brand- 
new Birkenstocks, her boss (the coolly 
cynical Patricia Clarkson) sics her on 
the latest shadowy supergroup, the East, 
who we meet dumping crude oil through 
the air-conditioning vents of a gasoline 
mogul’s mansion. 

Type-A Sarah stays up till dawn shav¬ 
ing the sides of her sandals to look con¬ 
vincingly worn. After lying to her live-in 
boyfriend that she’s headed to the Middle 
East, she rides the rails in search of an 
introduction to Exxon PR’s Enemy No. 1, 
a group so secret that members such as 
Luca (Shiloh Fernandez) publicly deny its 
existence. As with Sound of My Voice, The 
East is about a human virus infiltrating 
and destroying a cell. The only difference 
is that now Marling is the invader, and in 
Marling’s place, our new leader is Alexan¬ 
der Skarsgard, the thinking person’s eye 
candy, looking haggard and frightening. 
(At least until he shaves off his Manson 
beard halfway through, when Batmanglij 
realizes he owes the audience a solid.) 


Those who enjoy the occasional Big 
Mac will laugh with Sarah’s struggle to 
fit in with these hipster hobos. During 
the day, she feigns delight when a freegan 
offers her used doughnuts. (In The East, 
when someone says they know “a good 
place to eat,” it’s a Dumpster.) At night, 
she checks into a motel and gorges on 
fast food. Even though she fails the sniff 
test—“You smell like soap,” accuses pint- 
sized leftist Izzy (Ellen Page)—the rebels 
eventually acknowledge they could use 
someone with her strength. 

Sarah is cut from Marling’s own image. 
She’s clever and capable, a whiz kid who 
can’t fail. Over the course of the film, she 
picks handcuffs, punches men and leaps 
from trees with the grace of a private- 
school ninja. If she has a flaw, it’s that she 
can’t hide her belief that she’s the smart¬ 
est person in the room. In another life, I’d 
love to see Marling play Bond—imagine 
those Botticelli waves falling over a tux¬ 
edo. But in this life, she’s still proving her 
brains, which is why it’s disappointing 
that, for all its empathy and equilibrium, 
The East has nowhere to go after the 
script backs itself into a corner. Again 
with the third-act problems. 

Embedded among the activists and 
pressured to help poison a party of phar¬ 
maceutical reps, Sarah is caught between 
wrong and wrong. These hippies are right, 
and they’re also cruel. Her boss is right, 
and she’s also cruel. There are no happy 
endings in this world—people get maimed 
on both sides of the economic divide—but 
there are almost always happy endings in 


Hollywood. Which is why Marling’s bleed¬ 
ing cynicism is mistaken for depth, even 
though she’s really just a Socratic starlet 
who excels at asking questions. Who’s 
worse: the conglomerate who blindly 
hurts a village, or the vengeance-seekers 
who willfully target the CEO and his or 
her friends? Is a good soul with bad inten¬ 
tions any better than an impersonal giant? 

Marling doesn’t have an answer, and 
she evades logic in her dash to close the 
film before anyone realizes it. But though 
she won’t quite deserve the gold medal 
she’ll be given for effort, we should be 
glad she exists, if for no other reason than 
the novelty of watching a young talent 
prove her guts by gutting a deer. With her 
dance card full acting in other people’s 
films and no scripts of her own on the 
horizon until at least 2015, the indie 
world’s salutatorian is stuck sharing her 
wisdom on her Twitter account, on which 
one can read the following koans: “People 
are usually of a certain quality or charac¬ 
teristic and its near but not exact oppo¬ 
site” (15 retweets, 23 favorites), “The kind 
of morning where u feel u cannot face the 
day unless someone makes you a sand¬ 
wich and cuts the crust off” (24 retweets, 
54 favorites), and, candidly, “Take me seri¬ 
ous” (40 retweets, 34 favorites).

THE BIG WEDDING Justin Zackham's 
vile The Big Wedding opens with 
a foray back through silver-screen 
history. When Ellie (Diane Keaton) 
walks in on her ex-husband, Don 
(Robert De Niro), as he moves to 
perform kitchen-counter cunnilingus 
on his new girlfriend, Bebe (Susan 
Sarandon), it's possible to see aging 
legends of the cinema imagined sud¬ 
denly together, as if Annie Hall and 
Travis Bickle and Louise Sawyer one 
day found themselves playing out 
some producer's laziest scene ideas. 
There is, in other words, a lot of his¬ 
tory in The Big Wedding —a history 
the film not so much squanders as 
utterly defaces. The wedding here 
is an excuse to draw together card¬ 
board characters whose prefab arcs 
end as obviously as they begin. The 
moment we're introduced to virginal 
doctor Jared (Topher Grace), we can 
be assured that we'll see him pop his 
proverbial cherry by film's end. Same 
goes for elder sister Lyla (Katherine 
Heigl), whose pained journey from 
barren womb to baby bump is too 
predictable to bother spoiler-warning. 
All this is held together by casual 
racism. The son about to be married 
is Alejandro (Ben Barnes), adopted 
as a child from Colombia. His bio¬ 
logical mother, the devoutly religious 
Madonna (Patricia Rae), will be visit¬ 


ing for the ceremony, joined by Nuria 
(Ana Ayora), Alejandro's biological 
sister, and together the two represent 
some of the most repugnant foreign 
stereotyping in years. The film divides 
these women—the only non-white 
characters—into a literal mother/ 
whore dichotomy. Nuria is relegated to 
the demeaning role of an exotic Other 
only present to strip nude and seduce 
one of the white male leads. (R) Calum 
Marsh. Edwards Brea Stadium East 12, 
Brea; Regal Foothill Towne Center 22, 
Foothill Ranch. 

THE CALL WWE Studios, the film 
production arm of World Wrestling 
Entertainment, breaks from its usual 
target audience of guys who like films 
about shirtless, muscley men with 
The Call, a suspense thriller starring 
adequate actress and Academy Award 
recipient Halle Berry as an overcom¬ 
mitted, hotshot 911 emergency opera¬ 
tor. When she makes a rookie-level 
error that costs a teenage girl her life, 
she opts to hang up her call center 
headset—until the girl's killer kidnaps 
another teen victim. Locked in a car 
trunk with a prepaid cell phone, she 
calls 911. The middle third of the film 
comprises the phone call, a tight 40 
minutes in which the girl, guided by 
Berry, deploys the contents of the 
trunk (screwdriver, paint roller handle, 
cans of white matte finish) to make her 
kidnapper's vehicle more conspicuous 
while Berry presses her for details she 
can relate to the police. In a nod to 
the studio's usual demographic, two- 
time WWE tag-team champion David 
Otunga plays officer Jake Devans, 
though fans hoping for spinning head- 
lock elbow drops or backflip kicks will 


be disappointed. When the emergency 
call ends, Berry drives out to the crime 
scene the cops traced down and goes 
all Clarice Starling inside the spooky 
cabin where the bad guy keeps his 
Saw basement, which has to be seen 
as a departure from the film's thin blue 
line of realism, or the workaday reality 
that WWE became known for when 
the Undertaker defeated Kane with 
his signature Tombstone piledriver at 
Wrestlemania XX. (R) Chris Packham.

THE COMPANY YOU KEEP It's time, 
apparently, for the aging ghosts of '60s 
radicalism to once again take stock 
of their sins and compromises. Once 
it gets its walkers moving, Robert 
Redford's The Company You Keep 
nearly plays like a green-granola- 
lefty counterpart to The Expendables, 
a Hollywood Elderhostel reunion 
crowded with septuagenarian icons 
looking back on the righteousness and 
failures of the Nixon-'Nam era with 
rheumy retirees' eyeballs. The story, 
from Neil Gordon's novel about the 
contemporary fate of a few surviving 
Weather Underground fugitives, all 
but blows a trumpet for how rad rad 
used to be. First Susan Sarandon's 
Vermont housewife, her kids all grown 
up, throws in the secret-identity towel 
and surrenders herself to the FBI; 
from there, the dominoes tumble, 
leading cub reporter Shia LaBeouf 
to uncover the similarly fake ID of 
Redford's upstate lawyer, sending this 
suede-faced ex-Weatherman running. 
The FBI closes in, LaBeouf's annoying 
snoop pesters every single other char¬ 
acter motivated only by his journalistic 
creed, and withering guest-stars (Julie 
Christie, Sam Elliott, Richard Jenkins, 
a phlegm-plagued Nick Nolte) emerge 
to crinkle and wheeze about the 
good old days of bank robberies and 
protests. Redford's noble Methuselah 
isn't just self-preserving—he's got an 
unseasonably preadolescent daughter 
to worry about, and a case for his own 
redemption to make. It's little surprise 
that The Company You Keep turns out 
to be politically chicken-hearted—the 
progressive cant we hear sounds 
idiotic, and political principles are 
seen as pathetic challenges to the 
demands of family and law and order. 
Redford succeeds only in defanging 
the idea of resistance altogether. Far 
from engaged, the film surrenders in 
an arthritic faint. (R) Michael Atkinson.

THE HANGOVER PART III The unlikeli- 
est of all the Hangover trilogy's comic 
implausibilities might be its four pam¬ 
pered, rich-boy leads unironically call¬ 
ing themselves the "Wolf Pack" with¬ 
out anyone ever making fun of them. In 
the old slobs-versus-snobs comedies, 
the snooty rich kids were always the 
antagonists, bullying the nerds and 
cheating at cross-camp field days. 

We identified with the slobs because 


Americans like underdogs, and also 
because the slobs were so often 
played by Bill Murray. Now the snobs 
have seized the cultural momentum, 
and with The Hangover Part III direc¬ 
tor Todd Phillips continues casting frat 
dicks as underdog heroes beset by 
foreigners, shrewish women, and even 
animals. "So he killed a giraffe—who 
gives a fuck?" says Bradley Cooper, in 
what amounts to a candid articulation 
of the trilogy's worldview. Cooper's Phil 
is defending the sub-neurotypical Alan 
(Zach Galifianakis), who has, indeed, 
beheaded an adorable giraffe. Unlike 
its predecessors, The Hangover Part 
III doesn't open with the aftermath of 
a substance binge. Alan has quit tak¬ 
ing unspecified meds, causing him to 
behave like an enormous bastard, so 
the "Apple Dumpling Gang"—sorry, 
"Wolf Pack"—agrees to accompany 
him on a cross-country road trip to an 
inpatient psych facility. They're inter¬ 
cepted by the first film's crime boss, 
Black Doug (Mike Epps), and his boss, 
Marshall (John Goodman), who force 
the "Special People's Club"—sorry, 
"Wolf Pack"—to undertake a quest for 
the psychopathic Leslie Chow (Dr. Ken 
Jeong), who has stolen $21 million in 
gold bars. The ensuing plot involves an 
elaborate housebreaking, Mexican jail, 
some dead dogs, some dead chickens, 
base-jumping over Las Vegas, and 
a lot of punching down at lower- 
status characters. (R) Chris Packham. 
Countywide. 

OLYMPUS HAS FALLEN The first of 
this year's dueling Die Hard in the 
White House opuses (to be followed 
in June by Roland " Independence 
Day" Emmerich's White House Down) 
begins with a slo-mo Old Glory and the 
first horns and snare drums of com¬ 
poser Trevor Morris' John-Williams- 
on-steroids score—and, well, things 
get a lot more "America! Fuck yeah!" 
from there. Directed at a jingoistic 
fever pitch by Training Day's Antoine 
Fuqua, Olympus Has Fallen quickly 
hurtles through the bare minimum of 
exposition—a square-jawed, newly 
widowed POTUS (Aaron Eckhart); a 
brooding ex-Secret Service hotshot 
(Gerard Butler) who blames himself 
for the First Lady's death—before 
unleashing a small army of North 
Korean baddies on Pennsylvania 
Avenue's most desirable address. 

What follows is an all-you-can-eat 
buffet of shlock, from the retro, 
Robocop-e ra visual effects to the Delta 
Force-worthy parade of Oscar win¬ 
ners and nominees in peril (Secretary 
of State Melissa Leo, Speaker of 
the House Morgan Freeman, Secret 
Service Director Angela Bassett, 

Army Chief of Staff Robert Forster) to 
the utterly shameless 9/11 imagery 
(including Beltway tourists crushed by 
chunks of an imploding Washington 
Monument). A Red Dawn for the Tea 
Party era, Olympus Has Fallen is pretty 
ridiculously entertaining—or at least 
entertainingly ridiculous—for long

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stretches, dulled only by the realiza¬ 
tion that there are many parts of the 
country where this will play as less 
than total farce. (R) Scott Foundas.

.PEEPLES Recently, African-American- 
directed relationship movies have 
hewed toward either incongruous 
absurdity ( Think Like a Man), overt 
sentimentality ( Jumping the Broom), or, 
in Tyler Perry's work, both. Long gone 
feel the days of complex films like Two 
Can Play That Game, Mark Brown's 
modern screwball comedy that provided 
hilarity alongside a clear-eyed critique 
of romantic battle. Writer/director Tina 
Gordon Chism's Peeples lacks the 
energy of Two Can Play That Game, but 
like that picture it manages to deliver 
farce without compromising realism. 
Craig Robinson ( The Office) stars as 
Wade Walker, a musician who shows 
up uninvited at his girlfriend's parents' 
house for the weekend, planning to 
win the approval of her father, Virgil 
(David Alan Grier), and propose. (Kerry 
Washington plays the betrothed-to- 
be.) Unfortunately, Wade hardly fits in 
with what he terms Virgil's "chocolate 
Kennedys" lifestyle, and the expected 
sparks get to flying. Peeples finds effec¬ 
tive comedy exploring secrets under¬ 
neath the familial "perfection" Virgil 
assiduously cultivates, via his closeted 
lesbian daughter (Kali Hawk) and thiev¬ 
ing son, Simon (Tyler James Williams), 
a nerd who thinks he must establish 
thuggish bona fides, and insists on 
being called "Sy." However, physical 
comedy set pieces, like an elaborate 
fraternity dance Virgil performs, feel 
uninspired. Malcolm Barrett is given a 
plum role as Wade's wacky sidekick, but 
fails to knock it out of the park as Mike 
Epps or Anthony Anderson would have 
once done. Yet while she doesn't quite 
achieve the screwball zaniness she 
strives for, Chism deserves commenda¬ 
tion for crafting a farcical work that 
feels like it concerns real characters.

STORIES WE TELL Jean-Luc Godard 
said, "All you need for a movie is a girl 
and a gun." But really, all you need 
is a girl, preferably a charismatic one 
with a secret in her heart. Director 
and actress Sarah Polley has found 
that girl: her own mother. Polley's 
documentary, Stories We Tell, attempts 
to unravel some of the mysteries of 
her own family's life. This wondrous, 
absorbing little picture covers a 
great deal of winding meta-territory, 
reflecting on the ways in which a 
single family's story can be told—or 
maybe, more accurately, examining 
the idea that there's no such thing as 
a "single story." One girl, as Sarah 
Polley learns, can actually be many 
girls in one. Polley opens by introduc¬ 
ing us to her cast of characters: her 
father, Michael Polley, an assortment 
of family friends, and various siblings 
and stepsiblings, all of whom look a 
little like Polley—and yet don't. The 
director has assembled this tribunal 
to reassemble the story of her late 
mother, Diane, a woman we get to 
know gradually through home-movie 
footage, re-creations that have the 
look and feel of that home-movie foot¬ 
age, and recollections from the people 
who knew and loved her. She shapes 
the picture into a riddle that keeps us 
guessing every minute, and what she 
ends up with is so oddly shaped that it 
could be categorized an experimental 
film. But it's too warm to be off-putting. 
There's no way, Polley concludes, to 
tell a reliably true tale. But this partic¬ 
ular story, which begins and ends with 
a woman's face, feels true enough.

‘Gems of the Medici’ at the Bowers Museum whitewashes the ruthless Florentine 

family in a way in which it would approve

F or more than three centuries, the 
Medici dynasty ran Florence, Italy, 
becoming the most influential 
art patrons the world has ever known. 

The multinational bankers kickstarted 
the Renaissance by forming the first art 
school and gave much-needed financial 
patronage to Michelangelo, Lorenzo 
Ghiberti, Sandro Botticelli, Donatello, 
Leonardo da Vinci and Filippo Brunelles¬ 
chi, among others. Despite the nickname 
“God’s Bankers,” the family didn’t provide 
commissions out of charity, but rather 
ostentation: Botticelli painted Medici 
family members side by side with the 
Holy Family, so that should give you an 
idea of the less-than-modest branding it 
was aiming for. 

You won’t see the big names repre¬ 
sented in “Gems of the Medici,” the 
international touring show now on view 
at the Bowers Museum. Glyptics (carved 
precious stones) make up the bulk of the 
exhibition, mainly in cameos (carved 



images that rise up from the jewelry) and 
intaglios (carved images in which the 
image depresses into the jewel), most 
created by unknown artisans. While 
many of the pieces are crafted to feature 
images of the family, the majority are of 
Greek mythological figures (Hercules, 
Minerva, Triton, Venus, Diomedes, etc.), 
with curator Ricardo Gennaioli providing 
very brief glimpses of the myths and how 
the jewelry further enhanced the Medici 
cache by aligning members with gods, 
power and history. 

No matter the painstaking handiwork 
required to make them—plenty, based 
on the informative video detailing each 
step in the process that’s showing in the 
last room of the exhibit—if you’ve seen a 
couple of dozen Hellenic cameos, you’ve 
basically seen them all. Display issues 



only add to the underwhelming feeling: 
When the Bowers featured a collection 
of tiny Rembrandt etchings back in 2009, 
the curators were gracious enough to 
include magnifying glasses. Inexplicably, 
that hasn’t been done here, even though 
the majority of the carved gems displayed 
are smaller than a quarter or a dollar 
bill folded in half. Minus the necessary 
magnification, making out the minute 
details is impossible. I witnessed visitor 
after visitor bend down to get a closer 
look, swiveling their heads this way and 
that, then give up and move to something 
requiring less eye strain. 

It’s the larger art pieces that really 
command the attention, such as two 
bowls carved out of thin jasper, so 
delicate they’d shatter if you exhaled on 
them. I wasn’t entirely sure what I was 
looking at in the captivatingly weird Vase 
With Handles in the Form of Swans With 
Putd, its silver birds swapping spit with 
naked, gilded-bronze, winged babies, 
mouths pressed tightly together in a kiss. 

I especially enjoyed the rich details of the 
much-larger commesso (Florentine mosa¬ 
ics): Table Top With Parrot and two mau¬ 
soleum reliefs initially created for Medici 
tombs erupt with vivid color; The Victory 
of Samson Over the Lion, from 1612, tells 
us an entire story, with the Biblical figure 
resting idly against a tree, glorious land 
and seascape behind him, a lion torn into 
several pieces lying at his feet, giving us, 
yet again, a very clear picture of how the 
Medici saw itself in the world. 

The show’s curation fails in the less- 
than-thorough documentation of Medici 
historical background. Biographies of 
the patriarchs are limited to a couple of 
incomplete paragraphs, and a timeline is 
provided, but it’s hardly enough to put the 


individuals, let alone their mass accumu¬ 
lations of wealth and power, into any kind 
of context. The exhibit arrives on these 
shores from Italy, where understanding 
the influence of the Medici family would 
be a given, but I’m not sure that translates 
to the U.S., a country notoriously shoddy 
in its understanding of world history. 

The Medici was a Renaissance mafia, 
with its tentacles in finance, politics and 
religion, the family’s wealth composed 
of ill-gotten gains accumulated by the 
exploitation of others: collusion with 
pirates, usury, bribery, involvement with 
oppressive religious systems, political 
corruption and war profiteering. While 
the exhibition is not a wholesale white¬ 
wash of the family, it conveniently skips 
over its criminal behavior, the most egre¬ 
gious and obvious example I noticed was 
a brief mention that Galileo was given 
patronage and protection by the family. 
What it conveniently leaves out is that 
when the Medici feared political/reli¬ 



gious repercussions of their support of 
the scientist, it defunded him, leaving him 
to be censored, humiliated and impris¬ 
oned by the Roman Inquisition. 

I understand the exhibition is called 
“Gems of the Medici” and not simply 
“Medici,” but while heralding the family’s 
achievements, why be negligent about 
the criminality, betrayal and questionable 
ethics that allowed those accomplish¬ 
ments in the first place? All these centu¬ 
ries later, isn’t it time to stop letting the 
rich and powerful continue to write their 
own histories?

I recently received a press release promoting 
a new shop called Goodwill Boutique. The 
headline read, "Community Concept Store in 
Tustin Overflows with Re-Purposed Designer 
Goods, Including Brands Like Gucci and Chris¬ 
tian Dior." My first reaction? What, where, 
when, how and WHY am I still sitting here?! 

I'm not a big thrifter. The process of pick¬ 
ing through piles and piles of duds before 
maybe, possibly finding a gem has always 
intimidated me. I like the idea of someone 
else doing the grunt work, even if it means 
charging a small premium. 

The store, located in a shopping plaza in 
Old Towne Tustin, is Goodwill's trendier little 
sister. It's still massive (definitely not as "bou- 
tique-y" as I'd imagined), but it feels cohesive, 
as though you're walking into a vintage Urban 
Outfitters. Warhol-style art hangs on exposed 
brick walls, while chandeliers dangle from 
above. A mannequin wears a dress made 
of old records. Near the dressing rooms are 
plush, upholstered chairs. 

Sifting through the racks is still a bit diz¬ 
zying. There's a lot of merchandise—tops 
in every style (all arranged by color), day 
dresses, evening dresses, wedding dresses, 
rows of denim, handbags and other acces¬ 
sories, men's clothing, kids' stuff, an entire 
shoe section, and home goods. The loot isn't 
as aggressively curated as Buffalo Exchange 
or some other upscale resale shops—there 
are a lot of past-season styles, and some of 
the items looked very well-worn—but I did 
spot a few winners, including a darling pair of 
suede Aldo heels for $12.99, Rock & Republic 
jeans for $14.99, and a sparkly blue Betsey 
Johnson minidress for $7.99. Sadly, I didn't 
see any Gucci (or other luxury labels for that 
matter). Perhaps next time. The store receives 
daily deliveries of donated designer and 
department-store goods. 

While thrifting pros will tell you there are 
better options in OC, what makes Goodwill 
Boutique special is that it's, well, Goodwill. 
Each purchase helps people with disabilities 
find employment, become independent, and 
support themselves and theirfamilies. Stop in 
and be fabulous twice over!

Focus celebrates 10 years of building a house-music scene in OC

he creators of Focus have spent 
the past 10 years carving a deep 
niche in OC’s underground dance 
scene. But perhaps even more impres¬ 
sive than the dues they’ve paid are the 
ones they didn’t have to, specifically to 
one superstar DJ before he got huge. 
“We’ve had some real special moments 
here,” says Ryan Wahlberg, who’s bet¬ 
ter known as Focus resident DJ Nonfic¬ 
tion. “Including booking Kaskade for, 
like, $500.” 

That was back in 2004. These days, 
the former San Clemente dweller com¬ 
mands around $200,000 per gig and is 
on Forbes Magazine’s list of the world’s 
highest-paid DJs. Years after breaking 
big, Kaskade (a.k.a. Ryan Raddon) is still 
known to hang at the club when he’s 
looking to escape the massive scenes in 
Las Vegas and Miami. So what is it about 
this weekly club hosted in a tiny Mexi¬ 
can cantina that keeps him and scores of 
loyal revelers coming back? 

Thanks to Focus founder Josh Billings 
and his longtime friends/resident DJs 
Wobs (a.k.a. Jose Tobar) and Nonfiction, 
the Tuesday-night club is now a place 
where world-renowned house artists— 
from Maya Jane Coles to Morgan Page— 
congregate when they want an intimate 
OC gig. On Tuesday, the EDM staple 
celebrates with a two-part anniversary 
party featuring back-to-back sets from 
its three core crate diggers, as well as a 
“very special surprise guest” for a faith¬ 
ful, sold-out crowd. (Don’t ask us who; 
the Focus guys aren’t saying anything.) 
But it’d be interesting to see if Kaskade— 
who is celebrating the 10th anniversary 


of his first album, It’s You , It’s Me—will 
give them another sweet discount for old 
times’ sake. 

When the club opened in 2003, before 
the term “EDM” entered our lexicon, 
the prospect of staying alive for a decade 
seemed improbable. “I remember back in 
the day, we used to get a lot of LA people 
talking shit, saying there’s no way that’s 
going to last, but if you keep doing it for 
the right reasons, it starts to catch on,” 

“Focus is an oasis for people,” 
Billings says. “I’ve even been to 
weddings [for] people [who] 
actually first met here ” 

Wobs says. Nonfiction and Wobs joined 
the Focus team early on, recommended 
by then-resident DJ Doug Jordan. Apart 
from their skills, their passion for the 
music allowed them to persevere despite 
a crappy sound system and a venue 
tucked into a Newport Beach business 
plaza. As the genre has developed, so 
have the club and its clientele. 

“For nine-and-a-half years, it’s been 
this weird, quirky, underground crowd 
that doesn’t really care about being cool, 
and now it’s the hip thing,” Billings says. 
The genre’s popularity has grown, as 
evidenced by the amount of deep house 
and techno at the new Yuma tent at this 
year’s Coachella, as well as the HARD 
Summer festival. 

The trio has also come a long way 
since their days of overheated subwoof¬ 


ers and empty dance floors. “We did a 
show once where the power kept cutting 
out, and we kept having to turn off the 
breakers,” Billings says. Today, the club 
has a top-of-the-line sound system, dim 
lighting, and a projector splashing end¬ 
less color and laser-light visuals on the 
dance floor. But the music itself remains 
king—you won’t find go-go dancers in 
neon booty shorts or bottle service. 
Ladies are still charged $5 at the door, 
weeding out the people who are just 
there for the scene, not the artists. 

By taking such measures, Focus has 
cultivated a community that seems to 
get more devout every year. “Focus is an 
oasis for people,” Billings says. “I’ve even 
been to weddings [for] people [who] 
actually first met here.” 

The plan is to keep the brand going for 
another five to 10 years. Billings, Nonfic¬ 
tion and Wobs have recently started a 
weekend show at the Yost, and they hope 
to occasionally go on the road to San 
Diego, LA and San Francisco. 

But as far as permanently branching 
out of Focus’ home venue, don’t hold 
your breath. “It’s like going to a house 
with white furniture, and then telling 
me to make myself at home,” says Bill¬ 
ings. “Normally, I would put my feet 
up on the couch, but it just doesn’t feel 
comfortable.”

How Capital Cities went from jingle writers to 

radio-hit makers

A s they sit in a conference room at 
Capitol Records, Sebu Simonian 
and Ryan Merchant can barely 
hide their smiles. The next day, they’ll play 
KROQ’s Weenie Roast before zipping up the 
freeway to Mountain View for BFD. 

In less than two years, Sebu Simonian 
and Ryan Merchant have gone from hear¬ 
ing their instrumental compositions on 
commercials to hearing their hit song, the 
spunky pop anthem “Safe and Sound,” on 
radio stations all over the world. 

Having first met through a Craigslist 
ad in 2008, Simonian and Merchant have 
built a partnership that has allowed them to 
become full-time musicians at a time when 
it’s difficult to sustain a career. Initially 
known as Lazy Hooks, the duo were writ¬ 
ing jingles for commercials—campaigns for 
Honda, Muscle Milk and Walmart. Fusing 
upbeat dance-pop music with elements of 
hip-hop, the duo found a niche as writers 
and eventually used this experience to begin 
working on an eclectic non-jingle project, 
Capital Cities. 

“The work we did on the commercials 
honed our craftsmanship,” Simonian says. 
“Since we had to work on a wide variety of 
genres, we were able to learn what it means 
to produce music in different styles and how 
to do it quickly.” 

Releasing their self-titled EP as Lazy 
Hooks in 2011, Simonian and Merchant’s 
songs caught on with a wide audience, just 
not where they expected. Radio stations 
in Peru of all places picked up their music, 
“Safe and Sound” in particular. Embarking 
to that country on a mini tour, they were 
stunned when their first performance there 
pulled in a thousand people. 

After several shows in South America, 
Capital Cities returned to Los Angeles to 
bring that momentum stateside. Having 
success abroad is one thing, but hearing a 
prominent local station playing their song 
was surreal. “The first time I heard ‘Safe and 
Sound’ on the radio was on KCRW of all 
places,” Simonian recalls. “I think it was Nic 
Harcourt’s final show on that station, and 
it was one of the last songs he played. I had 


a nervous breakdown because it was a very 
exciting moment. [The station] never played 
it again after that.” 

Around this time last year, Capital Cities 
threw their proverbial chips to the middle 
of the table. After carefully considering their 
options, Simonian and Merchant decided 
to pony up for a radio campaign for “Safe 
and Sound” in the States. While they knew 
they had something on their hands before 
the song was on the air, they didn’t expect 
things to go as they have. “It was a calcu¬ 
lated risk,” Merchant says with a smile. “But 
SiriusXM was the powerful catalyst for 
moving things forward. It was definitely an 
expensive risk, but it paid off.” 

“Safe and Sound” became the first 
song by an unsigned band to hit No. 1 
on SiriusXM’s Alt-18 weekly countdown, 
where it sat for several weeks and has 
been added to radio stations across the 
country, including KIIS-FM 98.7 FM 
(early supporters of the band) and KROQ. 
At press time, the song is No. 1 in Ger¬ 
many and Australia. 

If reaping the benefits of a hit single and 
a sold-out headlining tour weren’t enough, 
Capital Cities’ first full-length on Capitol 
Records, In a Tidal Wave of Mystery, was 
pushed up to June 4 in order to accommo¬ 
date the demand. That treatment is reserved 
for superstars whose albums have been 
leaked, not for up-and-comers. 

“It’s been fun the past couple of months 
because I feel like I’m a little kid on an 
Easter-egg hunt,” Merchant says. “Each 
day, I get something new in my inbox that’s 
more exciting, like hearing that song is 
doing well in Germany or someone wants 
to license the song or there’s a great gig 
to play. There’s a constant stream of good 
news, and we’re super-fortunate.”

T he social unrest that erupted last sum¬ 
mer in Anaheim took more than a few by 
surprise. But for Sacred Blasphemy, a hip-hop 
group from that city, all the warning signs 
were in their rhymes. A few months before 
the fatal officer-involved shootings in July 
and subsequent protest clashes, Skandalouz, 
Rinoe and Chuco dropped their prophetically 
titled debut, The Radical Era. The streetwise 
lyrics of the three young Latino rappers 
focused on police brutality, profiling and the 
living conditions in Anaheim's neighborhoods 
of neglect. It was everything everyone was 
talking about after the fact, but no one was 
listening at the time. 

"When we did that album, we spoke on 
everything we experienced through our whole 
life. We couldn't stay quiet," Skandalouz says. 

"It was just years and years built up of us 
being harassed out in the streets and seeing 
certain things," adds Rinoe. "But we couldn't 
go up to somebody and be like, 'Hey, I think 
this is wrong.' Through the music, we found 
our way." Beats and rhymes served as an 
outlet for self-expression in a city where alter¬ 
natives for youth are few and far between. 

"We learned a lot of our knowledge 
through hip-hop," Chuco says. 

The members of Sacred Blasphemy grew 
up in the same neighborhood on the west 
side of town. "At some point, the music came 
into play. Before that, we were just cool 
homies, and that's what helped the group 
to start because you need that chemistry," 
Chuco says. 

Though they all shared similar experi¬ 


ences being young and brown in A-town, 
everybody brought something unique to the 
table. Skandalouz was influenced by '90s 
hip-hop and funk. Rinoe started out as a hype 
man forthe group until being encouraged to 
develop his skills as a rapper. Chuco had a 
love forthe gritty street tales of Psycho Realm. 
All of it coalesced to form a compelling sonic 
landscape. And as they rallied during the Ana¬ 
heim protests, the music they created gave 
an immediate voice to the frustrations their 
neighborhood was facing. 

"We went [to the protest] 20 deep. For 
once, it proved it was possible forthe people 
to unite because I saw people who would 
never get along," Chuco recounts. "I saw 
people there look at one another and usu¬ 
ally would trip on one another, but that day, it 
wasn't a bout that." 

Moving forward, the group is planning a 
new album with the goal of making their lyrical 
storytelling more personal and experimenting 
with live instruments. "We want people not to 
just think of us as angry-ass motherfuckers," 
Chuco says. "You got to show people to have 
fun, too. No matter how bad it is, it's all right." 

The core message will always be there. 

For Rinoe, he rhymed song lyrics from the 
backseat of an Anaheim patrol car earlier this 
year after being arrested. "I'm not the typical 
gangbanger that you see," he told the officers, 
pointing them to an Al Jazeera documentary 
on the city that featured Sacred Blasphemy. 

"You're from that one video," a female 
officer later said while fingerprinting him. 

"Yup, that's me!" Rinoe replied. Instead 
of six months locked away, he spent half a 
week in jail before being let out on a work- 
release program. 

Though Rinoe caught a breakthis time, 
have things really eased up in Anaheim? 

"It's going to go back to the way it has 
always been," Chuco says. 

"Who is out in the streets with the kids? 
Who is really living what they're living? District 
elections? These kids ain'tthinking about that 
shit when they're hungry or when a fucking 
cop is on their nuts," Skandalouz adds. 

Whatever the future brings, the group sees 
themselves as street reporters with a mic in 
hand. "This is all we have," Rinoe says, "Ana¬ 
heim and one another."

AT SHOWS 

HOW TO SURVIVE A PIT-AND KEEP IT THRIVING

A pparently the youth of today can sometimes be found in “pits,” and 
within these pits, it is agreed upon they will “mosh,” a word that 
covers a variety of bodily gyrations and movements. While in Britain 
we call them “polite sections” where everyone vigorously shakes hands and 
nods gently in time to the music, I’ve now been here long enough that I’ve 
seen a thing or two.* 


□ DON’T BE A KILLJOY 

Venues that discourage mosh pits down by 
the stage are the worst. Leave it out, and people 
are just moving up and down very rapidly—it’s 
not the beaches at Normandy. If they are indeed 
not douche enough to pay heed to the following 
tips, then we are all perfectly capable of having 
a good time without stopping things. I think 
I’m biased, mind you—the first gig I ever played 
got stopped midsong by the sound guy after a 
mosh pit started encroaching on the stage. In 
the unlikely event you’re reading this, sound 
guy from a now-defunct bar in Cardiff, you are 
worse than herpes.

One 
of the scariest things I’ve ever seen is some¬ 
one in a pit at Reading Festival going into an 
epileptic fit, which resulted in him writh¬ 
ing around while about five people tried to 
hold back a crowd of thousands. One lone 
hero carried him over his shoulder all the 
way out. 

0 DON’T BE A MEATHEAD 

The aim of a mosh pit is not to smash 
into other people as hard as you possibly 
can. If you think charging at someone 
shoulder-first, especially if they’re not 
expecting it, is a good idea, then please 
remove yourself from the venue and retreat 
to an underground bunker to await the 
apocalypse that douches such as yourself 
will surely one day bring on. Also, forcefully 
pushing people into the ring of non-mosh- 
ing people is really, really, really annoying. 
Grow up. 

IT’S NOT A COMPETITION 

There’s no Best At Moshing award. 
Just have a good time. Forget about what 
people around you are doing. On the edge 
of a mosh pit, and people are smashing into 
you? Yeah, that’s going to happen, due to 
the douches from the previous step. 

KNOW WHEN TO QUIT 

However, if there are shoulder- 
barging douches around you in the pit, and 
they are too drunk to reason with, it might 
be best to leave the pit. Security should be 
on any pit that gets out of control.

Dive, Dive, My Darling

Welcome to Anaheim’s 
New Old Dive Bar 

Take 5 gets a remake—but it’s a good one 


(AIM ell, Brian?” asked the bar- 
keep, pointing at Wheel of 
W W Fortune on an ancient tube 
television mounted in the corner. 

“Some Kind ofWonderful,” called out a 
man with a long trail of tip money cascading 
off the bar. 

“You should go on that show,” said 
another man across the bar. ‘You could win 
a bunch of money and buy a round.” He 
looks at me and says, “Or you. Maybe you 
could win.” 

“I’m not smart enough for that show,” 

I reply, chuckling. “But if they ever add 
beer-dr inking to the Olympics, I’ll get a 
gold medal.” 

Brian chuckles; Angela, the bartender, 
rolls her eyes. 

Welcome to the new old dive bar, a neigh¬ 
borhood hangout straight out of a sitcom 
set in an industrial Midwestern city, with 
a strange beer selection, more flavored 
alcohol than anyplace north of Ladera 
Ranch, and patrons who actually talk to 
one another. This isn’t some post-college 
hangout with tampons stapled to the wall, 
and it’s not some sports-mad sawdust joint 
full of meatheads. It’s a normal bar plopped 
down in a downmarket shopping plaza in 
that part of Anaheim the City Council tries 
its best to ignore. 

You’d never know by looking at it that 
Take 5 is a bar that has been recently rein¬ 
vented; the current ownership has only 
been in place for a few months, and it’s obvi¬ 
ous they haven’t finished making changes. 
First of all, it’s hard to tell if it’s open (it 
is) because, as with all dive bars, there’s 
hardly a window in the joint. The interior 
is full of hardware and shelves that are no 
longer in use; hanging from the ceiling are 
random baskets and rails, once used by the 
much-grungier prior incarnation of Take 
5. The bar well is closest to the front door, 
and stools line the long bar all the way to 
the jukebox, which is on the back wall. The 
bartop is worn down from years of people 
bellying up to it. The interior is spotless 
by dive-bar standards, though the smell of 
long-banned cigarette smoke lingers. 

You can tell just by the way things are 


set up that the old owners didn’t trust the 
people who worked for them: There were 
meters on the liquor bottles and locks 
everywhere, and everything fancier than 
peppermint schnapps was shut away behind 
a screen. Now, though, speed pourers cap 
each of the dozens of bottles (including at 
least a dozen varieties of schnapps), and 
the atmosphere is laid-back but friendly. 

My Jack and Coke was a very generous free 
pour, with enough Coke to just flavor it; 
given the other patrons’ used glassware sit¬ 
ting on the counter, shots and beer are the 
usual choices. The beer selection, though, 
is odd, or perhaps just ready for replenish¬ 
ment on a Monday night. There’s Coors 
Light and Bud Platinum, Stella Artois, and 
occasionally some Newcastle. 

After consoling the contestant who 
couldn’t get the obvious answer (“Glamor¬ 
ous gown!” shouted Brian), Pat Sajak intro¬ 
duced the crew of The Chew and Angela 
said, ‘You ever watch that show? They have 
some great recipes.” This led to a discussion 
of Food Network chefs who can and can’t 
cook, and whether Mario Batali is gay. (He’s 
not; he’s married and an ally.) 

There’s no food served on Monday nights, 
and it’s too busy for food on the weekends, 
but Tuesdays through Fridays, there’s food 
available from the tiny galley kitchen behind 
the swinging doors. Taco Tuesday means 
“Staci’s Tacos” for $2; other nights, Cindy 
cooks burgers, hot dogs and fries, all while 
tending bar. A hanging rack of chips swings 
every time someone passes by. 

Dancing With the Stars came on at that 
point, which we’d gone out expressly to 
avoid, and after what seemed like 300 
excruciating minutes watching minor 
celebrities ham it up onstage, it was time 
to go. The tab came to $6.75. You’d spend 
more than that on one PBR at some hipster 
douchebag hangout. Much better to spend 
it inside Anaheim’s little replica of Cheers, 
where it’ll only be a couple of visits before 
everybody knows your name.
